Some of the' boys took to the rigging, hut 
-McGlnnls and I Insbed ourselves to a 
ringbolt In a' piece of tha after cabin, and 
we were wn shed overboard shortly after- 
ward: 

"The strain wns'tob much. for McGln- 
nls, and ho went crazy before .we had 
been In the wilier long,' ,' He tried to 
throw me off the wreckage . 

"Thopnssengcr steamer. City of Hol- 
land passed by us, but wo we re. too far 
away for the crew to see ub, I believe. 

"The Columbia -finally came along and 
picked us up, just ns I was about to give 
up hope. 1 am afraid ,all of the rest ot 
tho crew were drowned, Including Mrs. 
Pluce." 

Tbo tug Columbia lost a drill and, scow 
with six men on board 'just before" It 
picked up the men from the-. Baltimore. 
The Columbia wont out again Friday af- 
ternoon and found the drill making good 
weather. 

The. men were taken off it, and Lhey 
were badly frightened, us they hud neith- 
er boat nor life 'preservers. The scow 
was then towed In to East 'Tawus. The 
scow with timber on it was, not recover- 
ed, and It is. thought it went ashore.

lnint Tribute Paid to Memory of For* 
mcr Illlnol* Kxcciitlve, 

Ex-Gor. John II. Tanner ,'was laid to 
rest Sunday afternoon In Ottk Rid gc cem- 
etery, near Sprlngtleld, within the shadow 
of the tomb of the martyred Uneoln. The 
funeral ceremonies wera most impressive 
and were attended by a large number of 
people, 

Thu, funeral was of a distinctly military 
cbuructor. Tho State paid Its last respect 
to the dead Sunday morning, when V2,- 
000 persons filed through '• the capitol 
building from 8 a. m. until 1-30 In- tbo. 
hftcmoon while the body lay In state 
During those hours - a' ncverrcenslng 
stream of humnnlty passed on cither side 
of the casket and took 'a farewell look 
upon the familiar features. 

At 1:30 In the afternoon tho body was 
removed, from the adjutant general's, of- 
fices, where the faintly took a last fare-' 
well; after which It" was borne to the 
church, which was filled to overflowing. 
The services here were conducted by 
Archdeacon Taylor,- nssisted by : Bishop 
Seymour, and were of tin Impressive 
character. 

These ended, the march to the cemetery 
was begun; three bands leading the mili- 
tary division, which was headed by Gen. 
Charles PiU SlmoiiR of Chieaj-o, In ad- 
dition to tho militia, G. A. It. and, cltl- 
wns, 1,000 coal miners and members of 
oilier labor organizations were hi line. - 

At the grave brief services were hold, 
three volleys with blank cartridges fired 
by the regimental escort and taps sound- 
ed by n trumpeter.

Ills Public Career. 

For fifteen 'years' John B. Tanner; had 
been a political figure of State reputa- 
tion,. Ho was for thirty yenrs au'ofllco 
holder. His public career terminated with 
tho .expiration of bis' term of bUlco, us 
Governor on Jan. 14, 1001.:' 

Mr. Tanner wns, , born In Warwick 
County, Indlalia,. April 4, 1844, and was 
therefore bnly a little more than fifty- 
seven years of age. His father was a 
farmer, who died In a Confederate' prison 
while a boldier of the Union, Mr, Tan- 
ner follbwod^Is father Into' the army "arid 
served ob a private' until the close of 
the . war. 

, After tlie wnr he returned to Clay 
County, Illinois, where hlB father had 
lived at. Lite beginning" of tho war. Ho 
began life again us a fanner. In 1870 
he had obtained a foothold In politics 
and was elected sheriff.' ^ . 

' This was the beginning of a successful 
political career. After bis-term as sher-; 
iff expired hewaa elected, In 1872„CIr- 
cultClerlt of Clay' County. Four years 
lnterjho.-was clocted'to tlie State Senate. 
Be Jorc the fou r _ yea rs y for wb. ick ho had 
been elected Senator had expired he wa8 
appointed, in 18S3, United States Mar- 
shal for tho Southern District ot Illinois. 
In 1880 he was horn I tin ted for. State 

Treasurer" and was elected. He was

When we ara .in n great 
iburry it is- often more convenient to 
ask the doctor's advice by wire or Jo 
let a' kid cough by telephone,; but each 
time WQ know that it's costing ns pre- 
cisely tho same-.aa If he came to the 
house. "—Now.

The government whs beaten in the first 
case, and'BUBtalocd In the second.. As 
the Foraker.act wiis the mniii Issue,' It 
can be stated generally tbnt the Insular 
policy of the administration has been sus- 
tained by the court of last resort, 
t Both of the issues decided by the court 
express the opinion of a bare majority 'of 
the nine JusticeH. That majority was re-; 
voreed- completely by the action of ono 
member of the court. Justice Brown, who 
held firBt that Porto lllco clearly became 
Rpartof the United' States in a general 
sense .the moment the treaty .of. peace 
was ratified, and then the same justice 
hold that Congress had the power to leg- 
islate for tho" territories independent of 
the constitution. 

To show how curiously the court re- 
versed itself In the same day, It is neces- 
sary to note that the majority of the 
court, which declared that the islands be- 
came part'of the United' States 'when the 
treaty was ratified, was made up of Jus- 
tices, Browni Fuller, Hurlun; Brewer and 
Peckham, To UiIb decision Justices Gray," 
White, Shlras and-McKeuna dissented. 
Then, In the second caBe, wherein the 
right or Congress to legislate for the ter- 
ritories independent" of the constitution 
was sustained, the majority was' mado up 
of Justices Brown, Shlras, White, Gray 
nnd McKennn. To this decision Chief 
Justice Fuller. Justices Harlan, Brewer 
nnd Pcckhnm dlBBonteil, ' 
■ Thc'curlojis feature^ of course, Is Unit 
Justice Brown, who acted ' first .-with one 
riuartct 'and then with another quartet, 
delivered the majority opinion ' hi each 
cose. To enp tho clliniix, when he deliv- 
ered- the opinion sustaining the right o( 
Congress to legislate for the territory 
and upholding the constitutionality of tho 
Forakcr net, his reason for arriving at 
his decision ivus dissented to not only by 
the four dhnentlng Justices- hut oven by 
the four with whom ho was acting to 
make up a majority. 

In this second, branch of Uio case, In- 
volving the constitutionality' of the Fora- 
kcr net, JtiHttcos Gray, White, Shlras and 
McKennn took occasion to declare pub- 
licly that, white they agreed with .Tustico 
Brown In declaring the act constitutional, 
they did not at all agree with' the reasons 
which he assigned for his decision. Thus, 
In the second brunch of the ease, the re- 
mark nblo : spectacle was produced ot n 
Justice reading a majority opinion whose 
logic wan repudiated by every other mem- 
ber of the bench. 

Owing to' tho tangled condition ot'nf- 
fnlrB on tho bench and thn different opln- 
Ions' hnnd I'd down, great confusion arose 
as to. the effect" of tho actions of the 
court; nnd the earlier reports sent out 
from Washington were almost wholly 
intsleniling, . In till tliene cases the ques- 
tion Involved was the legality of duties 
assessed^ either In this couniry or in its 
island possesKlous, on goods passing be- 
tweeu the two, In no case is the rela- 
tion of the Islands to foreign countries a 
question at Issue.
